Employe  Status

classified  employes  would  be 
submitted  by  Thaxter  to  Sel- 
ectmen. Thaxter  noted  that 
most  towns  had  used  similar 
designations,  that  the  then 
board  held  several  meetings 
with  different  persons  and 
department  heads  from  the 
town  before  the  decision  was 
made,  and  that  if  the  designa- 
tion weren’t  made,  many 
capable  people  wouldn't  have 
been  able  to  serve  the  town. 

Two  members  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board.  Chairman  Glen 
Pratt  and  Vice  Chairman  John 
Bradley  were  recently  exoner- 
ated of  conflict  of  interest 
charges  by  the  district  attor- 
ney’s office  under  their  special 
municipal  status. 

Bradley  had  acted  as  an 
agent  to  obtain  a building 
permit  for  a lot  owner  in 
Cohasset  and  was  alleged  to 
have  violated  the  conflict  of 
interest  law.  However,  the 
district  attorney  noted  that 
under  the  special  municipal 
employe  status,  Bradley  was 
exempt  from  the  section  of  the 
law  prohibiting  a municipal 
employe  from  receiving  com- 
pensation from  acting  as  an 
agent  or  attorney  for  anyone 
other  than  the  town  in  a 
particular  matter  in  which  the 
town  has  a substantial  inter- 
est. 

Similarly,  Pratt  had  been 
questioned  in  violation  of  the 
law  for  purchasing  and  deve- 
loping tracts  of  land  in  Co- 
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hasset  as  a business.  No  evi- 
dence was  found  in  this  case, 
as  well,  that  Pratt  as  a special 
municipal  employe  violated 
the  conflict  of  interest  law  by 
participating  in  any  particular 
matter  in  which  he,  his  family 
or  business  associate  has  a 
financial  interest.
